Washington, Nov. 15—It is said at 


the state department that no authori- 
zation has been sent to Consul General 
Dickinson to promise exemption from 
punishment to the brigands who kid- 
napped Miss Stone as one of the con- 
ditions of her ransom as he has re- 
ported he has. 


In fact the government did not au- 


thorize any promise -whatever to be 
made that would bind its hands in 
dealing with the subject or prevent it 
either from insisting on the punish- 
inent of the brigands or lodging a de- 
mand for full indemnity for the money 
pala. 


Washington, Nov. 15—Consul Gen- 


eral Dickinson's report to the state de- 
partment was that he had practically 
completed negotiations with the brig- 
ands for the release of Miss Stone, and 
that the release was to take place to- 
day. 


The agreement between Mr. Dickin- 


son and the bandits provides that Mr. 
Dickinson, with several missionaries, 
shall meet representatives of the "ab- 
ductors tonight at a certain point, and 
that on the delivery of the missionary 
and her companion, Mme Tsilka, -the 
kidnappers are to receive $60,000, with 
an eye to their own freedom from ar- 
rest. 


In addition, Consul-General Dick'n- 


son must sign an agreement that the 
brigands are not to be punished Mr. 
Di( kinson, a fe wdays ago, cabled sec- 
rotary Hay that the brigands would 
not release Miss Stone 
unless

from punishment. The consul-general 
asked for instructions, as the depart- 
ment was willing to waive a'i other 
considerations to save the missionaries 
lives.

' ' Indianapolis, Nov. 15.—At the na 


tlonal convention of the Knights of La- 
bor yesterday, General Master Work- 
man Burns submitted his annual re- 
port. The general executive committee 
and Secretary-Treasurer Hayes also re 
ported. Hayes recommended that the 
order secure the introduction in congress 
of laws to control the "trusts." He 
said: "Organized labor must prepare 
for the gigantic struggle that is fast 
approaching, when the very existence 
of their organizations will be at stake." 


General Master Workman Burns said 


In part: "The first great struggle be- 
tween organized labor and a gr«at trust 
was between the Amalgamated A.&SO- 
ciation of Iron and Steel Workers and 
the United States Steel corporation. 
It matters not what errors and mis- 
takes are charged to the officers and 
members of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation; the facts are that the steel com- 
panies were victorous, because of the 
treachery and failure of organized 
labor to do their duty. The Amalga- 
mated association expected at least the 
friendship of the officers and members 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
ffhey *eceived nothing but deception and 
opposition. 
It is a question if the 


amalgamated organization would have 
entered the contest under the circum- 
stances if it was not for the promises 
made and relied upon from the members 
of the American Federation of Labor to 
assist them in what they believed to be 
right. 


"The leaders of the American Federa- 


tion of Labor did not want President 
Shaffer or his organization to win, be- 
cause it might have given that organiz- 
ation and President Shaffer some pres- 
tige and prominence. The largest po- 
litical organization today is the Federa- 
tion of Labor, using the name of labor 
for the purpose of advancing a few men 
politically to the great injury of the 
many. Any labor organization that ad- 
vances or benefits the wage earner 
should be encouraged, but such po- 
litical organizations, using the working- 
man for a blind, should be known by 
their true name and reputation. 


"The great combinations of capital 


known as trusts should receive the 
careful consideration of^aJl wage work- 
ers, the merchant, business man and 
particularly the voter. The argument' 
made that they are a help financially to 
, the wage workers is denied by many, 
and I agree with the number that says 
says they are Injurious and will grow 
more so as they grow older. 


"The government that grants them 


franchises should restrict and control 
them and the people should control both 
the government and the trusts, which 
they, do not do.at the present time. Be- 
fore the election the voters are the 
people and the government; after the 
election the politicians are the govern- 
•itnt, people, judiciary and all. 


"Some argue that trusts and combina- 


tions cheapen th« product to the con- 
sumer and In some cases pay good 
wages to their employes. This may be 
true, but that does not benefit the ma- 
.Jority of the people. It is not cheap 
products and cheap living the majority 
of the people require, but high wages 
and steady employment. When the 
mechanic and wage worker aresteadily 
employed at good wages each can afford 
to pay high prices to the farmer, store- 


keeper and merchant. 


"Labor is not antagonistic to capital 


except when it becomes oppressive. 
Anything that prevents 
strikes and 


lockouts and gives the toiler a fair share 
of what he produces will be a blessing to 
all. If tha government does not inter- 
fere, restricting and controlling trusts, 
those large combinations of capital will 
control the government and the people. 


"There is no doubt in the minds of 


many of the people that money and its 
Influence change the opinions and de- 
cisions of officials who should be for 
right and justice. The trusts should he 
controlled by the government, and all 
facts in connection with the same be 
given publicity, in the same manner as 
the proceedings of congress."

believed to be Louis Schupisser, a fugi- 
tive from Justice in England, was re- 
manded to the custody of the police yes- 
terday, pending extradition.

They are vigorously opposed to recip- 
rocity with Cuba or any tariff concerr!on 
whatever toward that island. In this 
they will make common cause with the 
beet sugar people. The owners of 1h? 
Hawaiian sugar land are cultivating 
cane with the same natural advantages 
which the Cubans possess, but with- 
out the duty approximating 100 percent 
, on the raw product, which intercepts the 
approach of tbe Cuban to our markets. 
While such a rate of duty is douh;i:ss 
necessary to keep our beet sugar indus- 
try afloat it constitutes a tramer.dous 
bonus to tlie Hawaiian cane growers 
and their prosperity is now phenomenal. 
Their next interest is in the immigration 
laws. The present provision against tbe 
Importation of contract labor is burd«n- 
eome to them, and they will use what 
influence they can acquire in con- 
gres this winter against further immi- 
gration restrictions or the rigid enforce 
ment of present regulations. They have 
tried Porto Rican laborers with f.-tl.- 
success, but prefer Portuguese and 
Asiatics. The president listened w't'i 
interest to the presentation of 1heir 
needs.

the coming session of congress," Sen- 
ator Morgan declared, "the principal 
thing that the people will hear will be 
the tariff. 


"The Republicans are in a very ,un- 


comfortable pcshion in regard to the 
tariff," continued the senator, ''and art 
beginning to realize it. A great re- 
action against the present tariff system 
is being experienced, and the work of 
the promoters of the present law is be- 
ginning to rcccUl upon them. The people 
are beginning to appreciate how little ad- 
vantage they derive from the high pro- 
tective tariff enacted, not for their ben- 
efit, but for the benefit of the big manu- 
facturers. 


"Reciprocity is nothing butasubte> 


fuge. and the talk of reducing the in- 
ternal revenue tax Is only for the pur- 
pose of drawing attention away from 
the tariff, while the policy of here anrl 
there knocking a hole in the protective 
tariff can accomplish but little good 
and affords but small relief. Only cer- 
tain classes can be benefited by recip- 
rocity {reaties; the people at large will 
derive no value from them. Like the 
tariff schedules, they are negotiated to 
•benefit certain interests. If I were to 
favor any reciprocity treaty I would 
favor that irith France, because it is 
asserted that it would benefit certain 
Interests in the south, and there you see 
It is legislation in the interest of cprtnin 
classes. The whole people would not 
benefit bv it. There never was and 
there never will be a just tariff law. 


"The Democratic party seeks to have 


as just and equitable taxation laws as 
It is possible under the clrcumstauc' •? 
to frame. The best method of taxation 
is that ii| which every man pays in pro- 
portion "to his ability to pay. Such a tax 
is the income tax. It is not our own 
country, but other countries which find 
it impossible to enact just tariff laws. 


"The talk of reducing the lntern.il 


revenue tax is but another subterfuge 
for the purpose of drawing lire away 
from the high protective tariff. Yes, 
there will be tariff talk from now until 
next election time. The Republicans do 
Rot dare to go before the country fiud 
defend the present condition,?, so ttey 
are going to try and slMe <ner the 
whole matter as easily as they can. 
The Democrats cannot be expected to 
help them out of their dilemma. Th"y 
will more liktlr obstruct them in then- 
efforts to covet up these condit:ons in 
order that they may expose them and 
the injustice of the present tariff law 
before the people." 


Representative Long of Kansas, who 


Is a member of the ways and means 
committee of the house, was one of 
President Roosevelt's callers yesterday. 
He joins with his eastern colleagues on 
the committee in opposing a revision of 
the tariff. He believes that any at- 
tempt to lower the duties on particular 
schedules would lead to a general re- 
vision of the tariff and this, he says, his 
constituents do not favor. He says, 
however, there is a strong sentiment in 
his section in favor of reciprocity.

The financial condition of the 
republic is most satisfactory. For the 
last two years Salvador has had no for- 
eign debt. Salvador's relations with 
her neighboring countries in Cefitral 
America are stated to be most friendly.

A niARK OF MERIT 


The counterfeiting of the union label 


on a wholesale basis calls attention to 
the commercial value which that mark 
has in the business world. When it 
stands for cleanliness and thorough- 
ness in .manufacture, as for the most 
part it does, it is an asset of no little 
value to the unions. The fact that any 
manufacturer should find it profitable 
on a purely financial basis to make 
cheap goods and then dignify them 
with the union label, or rather with a 
counterfeit of it, shows that its worth 
Is recognized even by those dishonest 
enough to use its counterfeit.. The 
story of its use in this city as an in- 
ducement to put on the market an in- 
ferior grade of goods is in itself a 
strong argument in its favor. 


IN SliBEVINO CARS 


The question of separate provision 


for consumptives on sleeping cars is 
a phase of the present agitation in 
regard to the treatment of consump- 
tion that is causing considerable dis- 
cussion, especially in the middle West. 
The Travellers' protective association 
makes the claims that the health and 
life of many thousands of its members 
are being endangered through rainp-- 
ling on sleepers with 
consumptives 


and occupying berths that they have 
occupied. JLaat week the Western as- 
sociation roads were asKed to * make 
some arrangements whereby separate 
apartments in sleepers could be pro- 
vided for consumptives, but after dis- 
cussing the matter at length the asso- 
ciation decided that the question was 
one for the Pullman company to han- 
dle. It was therefore referred to that 
•corporation. The other railroad asso- 
ciations are likely to follow this ex- 
ample, thus leaving the whole re- 
sponsibility with the company which 
makes and controls the sleeping cars. 
This is practicaUy equivalent to de- 
ciding that nothing more shall be done 
about it. For it would be hard to 
find a corporation so devoid of any 
geejning interest in the welfare of its 
patrons as this same Pullman com- 
pany.

ment of cadets to the military acad- 
emy at West Point every section of the 
country has a personal as well as pa- 
triotic interest in that institution.

One of the weaknesses of the civil 


service system for any and all offices 
is Just now being illustrated in the 
town of Brookline, in a way that ap- 
peals to this city as well as every 
other city and town in the state. Tt 
is the weakness that results from hav- 
ing men choeen for positions where 
physical ability in certafu directions 
is involved, on the basis of examina- 
tions that include only mental teats. 
This often results in appointments for 
police force 
and 
fire 
departments 


where civil service applies to them 


I which are nothing short of folly. 


In Brookline just now the cummun- 


ity is aroused /because of many acci- 
dents in the fire department, and the 
investigation shows that the driving 
of the spirited and valuable teams 
Is of necessity intrusted to rrfn who 
while they can pass the civil service 
tests with flying colors kn'ow little of 
the art of driving. Appointments are 
made from the lists furnished by the 
examiners, 
certifying that the men 


from whom the choice must be made 
have passed creditably the tests given. 
But this is no guarantee that the men 
have any experience or ability in the 
particular work for vhich they are 
to be appointed. 
Taf physical tests 


are merely tests to make sure that 
the applicant is up to the average, 
whereas many kinds of work demand 
men who are more than the aver- 
age or who have special skill in some 
particular direction. 


Many a city marshal and head of 


police or fire department, while a be- 
liever in the general principle of civil 
service, has condemned the application 
of dt which made such* unsuitable ap 
pointments often necessary. And in 
one New England city a tew years ago 
the marshal with a list of men eligible, 
to the police department before him, 
refused, point blank to make the need- 
ed appointments 
until almost forced 


to, 'because on the list he found the 
name of not a single man whom he 
believed to be qualified for the position 
of police officer. 


Civil service commands the highest 


respect where properly administered, but 
until civil service includes a more sen- 
sible basis of appointment for *uch po- 
sitions as those of firemen and police- 
man, it can never be seen at its best.

face es the basis. I hare come to the 
conclusion that the American face is not 
distinctive in any sense of the word, or, 
if it has any distinctive feature, it is in 
the fact t!.at tkere is no strong charac- 
teristic that would differentiate it from 
other faces of superior races. There is 
nothing thtit will call it up in the mind 
from the world's group of Caucasian 
faces. Yet this is not true of other white 
skinned races. The English face, the 
Jew face, the Irish face, the Italian face, 
the Chinese face, the Japanese face, the 
French face, the Indian face and even 
the negro face, all these have something 
about them -which will call up a definite 
picture in one's inind. 


"The English face is a trifle dim in the 


mind's eye, and yet one may think of the 
high forehead and the high cheek bones. 
The French face is distinctive. The Ital- 
ian fao«, wkile not strongly portrayed in 
the mind's picture, is yet definite enough. 
The Jew face js easily differentiated, and 
one may say the same of the Irish face. 
Memory may slightly wix for tbe mo- 
ment the Chinese and the Japanese face, 
but still the line of difference is clearly' 
marked. There is Lo, the poor Indian, 
•whose face one may never forget. The 
negro face is thoroughly distinctive. 


'•But what shall one say of the Amer- 


ican face? Take this comic paper I have 
been scanning. And, by the way, there 
is one curious thing about the faces 
which one may find in comic papers, a 
thing which one may call a polite slan- 
der in caricaturing. The Jew face, the 
Irish face and the African face are the 
favorites with the men who grind out 
the 'alleged comical pictorials. Th.ey al- 
ways make a clownish money grabber of 
the Jew, n representation as unjust as 
the old stage portrayal of Shylock or the 
Jew of Malta with his cap, his red fringe 
Of whiskers, his wig and his cringing 
mien. They were equally unjust to Pat, 
•for Erin's son Is nearly always a ditcher, 
with his pick, his pipe and his overalls, 
•and the only justice they do him is in 
preserving his inimitable wit. They frfi! 
to do even so much for the Jew. In both 
cases the pictures show signs of having 
been made with the meat ax on the 
butter's block, for they preserve noth- 
ing bat the grotesque abnormalities of 
the two races. And the negro—well, he 
is always hanging around the ben roost. 


^'But these faces stand out merely as 


types and not as serious portrayals .of the 
facial characteristics of the races to 
which they belong. They are of course 
suggestive of certain peculiarities which 
are common to all members of the races 
represented. But they are horrible exag- 
gerations, unjust and almost criminal ex- 
aggerations, for it cannot be said that 
they are accepted - with indifference by 
persons who are prejudiced one way or 
the other. 


"But I was speaking of the American 


face, with its lack of distinctiveness," 
the observant citizen continued. "The 
American face is probably peculiar in 
some ways. It is peculiar in its cosmo- 
politanism. It is in one sense a com- 
posite face. It is international in one 
sense, for here and there one may find 
the traces which suggest a relation to 
tJiis, that1 or the olbei' race. It may be a 
line or a ligament bequeathed by an 
early English ancestry or something sug- 
gestive of Teutonic origin or a sharp sug- 
gestion of the Frenchman's face or the 
Irishman's or the Italian's or the-Scotch- 
man's or some slight hint which would 
l*ad one back through the flood and 
tears of tHe ages to the sterling old fore- 
fathers who lived in foreign countries 
and died under different flags and in 3if- 
ferent climes long before the Mayflower 
touched her bow against the soil of the 
new western world. Of course the Amer- 
ican may be picked out in the crowd. 


"But when one must deal with the 


American abstractly one can scarcely 
call up the American face. Uncle -Sam, 
with his striped trousers, his sharply cut 
coat, his plug hat, his whiskers and his 
bland, good natured face, is a happy con- 
ception, yet he may never hope to por- 
tray the matchless -and indescribable cos- 
mopolitanism of the American face. 
It 


Is too unique in its likenesses and unlike- 
.nesses. The lines and ligaments, the 
muscular interlacements, the curves and 
arches of the forehead are still there, 
and yet they are too delicately traced to 
be remembered when the face has passed 
the memory, 


"So I have reached the conclusion aft- 


er these reflections that the American 
face is not distinctive in the sense that 
the mind may call it up at any time and 
separate it from the faces which are 
associated with other superior races. 
Among the hor.-je folk there are certain 
things which wirl enable one to call up a 
face which is probably distinctive in its 
Americanism, and yet it could not be ac- 
cepted as the face which would correctly 
and adequately 'represent the whole race 
of Americans. For instance, there is 
what may be popularly calted the Reu- 
ben fae<\ the face which one may find in 
the rur;il sections of the United -States, 
the fao; of the agriculturist and the 
farmer. There is a certain type in the 
remotei country sections which is prob- 
ably peculiar to Uncle Saia's domain, 
and ^yet it would fall far short of repre-; 
senting the American face, just as far 
short as the grotesque portrayals re- 
ferred to in connection with other races 
and other nationalities. It would only rep- 
resent a sniaii number of Americans, and, 
while the type is thoroughly American 
and substantial enough in its icpresenta- 
tion, it would give no idea of the facial 
nppean.nc» of the vast majority of 
American citizens. 


"Thus it would be with «-v«ry other '• 


class, or one might take all the classes! 
and make a composite picture, copying' 
from each thp characteristic that was 
most marked in its Americanism, and 
yet the picture would fall much below a 
faithful portrayal of that infinite cosmo- 
politanism of the American face as it 
really is. And it would still lack that dis- 
tinctiyeness which would enable on« to 
call it to mind ns readily as one may 
call up the face of some representative 
of toother race where the features are 
mor* strongly differentiated."—New Or- 
leans Times Democrat.

supplies of quail, prairie chickens and 
other game very largely from distant 
states in the west. 
Nebraska finds 


that ber quailarc being rapidly killed 
off to supply the markets of Pniladel 
phia and other eastern cities and for 
ber own protection prohibits tbe ship- 
ment of birds from the state, whilt 
Pennsylvania, finding her supply of 
qnail entirety inadequate to meet th« 
local demand, declares that birds taken 
within the state sball not be sold tit 
•ny time, 


Tbe Philadelphia game dealers con 


tend that tbls law cannot restrict sales 
«f game brought in from other states 
*nd accordingly supply tbeir customers 
In season and out with imported quail 
fccpt In cold storage. High prices stim- 
ulate their agents in Nebraska to evade 
the shipping law and tbeir country 
correspondents In Pennsylvania to Ig- 
nore the local law, and the native birds 
when placed on sale cannot be distin- 
guished from those which are import- 
ed. Game preservation in Pennsylva- 
nia thus becomes doubly difficult. Un- 
der the operation of nonexpert laws tbe 
•apply of quail from tbe west Is dimin- 
ished, prices naturally rise, and a pre- 
mium is placed on the destruction of 
native birds.

Union No. 2, Brotherhood of Painters 
and Decorators celebrated its third an- 
niversary last 
night by holding a 


smoker at Odd Fellows hall and the oc- 
casion proved a very pleasant one for 
the members and a few invited friends 
from other organizations. There were 
from 50 to 60 men present 
including 


about 20 from the Painters' union of 
Adams, who returned home after the 
entertainment by special car. 


It was a little after 9 o'clock when 


the program opened. H. Estes, presi- 
dent of the union, presided, and grated 
on the platform with him were a num- 
ber of prominent union m«n. Mr. Es- 
tes first introduced John CummlnRS, 
of the Carpenters' union and the build- 
ing trades council, who made a short 
address. He said many do not under- 
stand unionism. They think it means 
anarchy, but such is not th« case, and 
some of the best citizens are found in 
the unions. Mr. Cummings spoke of 
the 
improvement 
that 
has 
been 


brought about in the condition 'of the 
carpenters of the city since they be- 
came organized six years ago. Then 
they worked for 20 cents an hour, and 
now they get J2.50 a day of nine hours. 
He said the best mechanics are in the 
unions, and if he was doing the most 
important work he would go to the 
unions for help. The Carpenters' union 
has among Its members veterans of 
th« civil and Spanish 
wars, 
which 


shows that the men who build up the 
country are ready to defend it in time 
of need. 


William Dobson of the Bricklayers' 


and Masons' union was next introduc- 
ed. He 
spoke heartily in favor 
of 


unionism, saying it had done more for 
the workingmen of the country than 
any other influence. AH crafts have 
been benefltted by it, as it has brought 
to them shorter hours and better pay. 
Labor unionism is not a trust, for it 
seeks to benefit the many instead of a 
few.' Mr. Dobson 
said he had been 


asked not to refer to politics; but he 
could not c'oir j>ly with the ^request, for 
he believes the time has come when 
the workingmen should take a hand 
in politics. They must work through 
the ballot box. The recent election af- 
forded an example of their failure to 
do their duty, when they alJowed such 
a true and firm friend of 'labor as H. 
P. Huffnagle go down in defeat. Card 
and Huffnagle had both proved them- 
selves true friends of the workingmen, 
and the Workingmen of the city should 
have stood solidly by them. Mr. Dob- 
islon spoke of the 
eight-hour law, 


which he said hafl Been constantly vio- 
lated in connectjfcn with contract w'ork 
for the, city. He said it was prepos 
terous for the city to give some ope 
else uie right to do what it K*d not 
the right to do itself. He said that in 
the coming election the workingmen 
should demand a 
pledge from 
the 


mayoralty candidates regarding th« en 
forcement of the eight-hour law to the 
letter 
and should support any man 


who will give that pledge, whoever he 
may be. Party and personal prejudice 
shuld Tie eliminated entirely and all 
should vote for principle. He spoke of 
the election of workingmen as mayors 
in San Francisco 
and. Ansonia and 


Bridgeport, Conn., and held up these 
examples as worthy of emulation. Mr. 
Dobson 
thought 
the 
workingmen 


would receive few favors at the hands 
of Representatives Goodrich, and Bar- 
rington, who will be inclined to work 
in the interests of the men who elected 
them. And you deserve to be turned 
down, he said, for slaughtering men 
who have stood faithfully by you. He 
hoped in the city election they would 
all stand together in support of a man 
for mayor who would promise on his 
honor to enforce the labor 'aws with- 
out fear or favor.

this wrong, 
and 


every right feeling man must sympa- 
thize with this object, '.ecause every 
such person must desire he good of all 
his fellow men. 
The ; uccess of the 


organized labor movement my friends 
depends largely on whither the labor 
is always just and reasonable in its 
demands. No right thinking man can 
deny you the right to band together to 
better yourselves, but 
at 
the same 


time right thinking men will demand 
that what you ask of your employers 
be reasonable and just. 
And there 


can be no question of the ultimate SUc 
cess of the labor movement if you re- 
member that where you have rights 
you also may have duties, and .vh-'n 
you impress your fellow citizens with 
the fairness and justness of your cause 
your success and the recognition of 
your lights are assured. At all times 
make your request in reason and jus- 
tice, and back it up by common sense 
and 
dignity. i appreciate, how- 


ever, the honorable mention that hos 
ben made of me for a high jffice, 
and whether I am ever a candidate foj 
y our suffrages or not it will always 
be pleasant for me to know that I 
have been so mentioned for mayor of 
the city in which I was born, where 
all my life has been spent, and where 
I expect the last chapter of it will be 
losed. If, however, the people should 
'hose me for that exalted office, or. 
ranized labor will not suffer so loug 
as it comes to me for fairness and 


If i have ever «the honor as 


mayor, of receiving a request from you 
it shall not be denied should you make
